The Townsman last week ran 
pictures of an attempted rescue 
of the swan by Andover firefight- 
ers who responded to the pond 
after several callers reported that 
the waterfowl seemed to be 
frozen in the ice a short distance 
from shore. But the swan broke 
free of the ice and walked away 
from the well-intentioned fire- 
fighters. 

Ms. Ying, who owns a small 
pond called Holt Pond on her 25 
acres of land, bought two swans 
from a zoo in Southwick this past 
June after she learned from a 
naturalist that the waterfowl

could help extend the life of her 
pond. The pond is filling in with 
weeds and she was told that the 


swans eat an immense amount of 


vegetation, And they did. Both 
swans have had their wings pin 
ioned, making them unable to 
fly. 

But a couple of weeks ago one 
of the swans walked off and was 
picked up on Route 28 by Wayne 
Nader, Andover’s animal contro] 
officer. Officer Nader, not know- 
ing where it came from, took the 
swan to Andover Animal Hospi- 
tal. There, according to Ms, Ying, 
he was advised to release it in a 
large body of water, such as Fos- 
ter’s Pond, which he did. He later 
learned it belonged to Ms, Ying, 

Ms. Ying said she captured the 
second swan this week and put it 
in her barn for the winter, and 
will do the same with Jay as soon 
as she can catch him -— it. 

“We've been down there about 
50 times,” she said Tuesday. 

Neighbors of Fosters Pond 
have been keeping her posted on 
the swan’s whereabouts, and 
she’s not worried about its safe- 
ty. 

“They're very hardy birds,” 
she said, and she’s talked to a 
man in Portsmouth, N.H., who 
keeps a group of swans outside 
on a river all winter.

So many senior citizens are inter- 
ested in the new tax voucher pro- 
gram that the town may seek to 
expand its scope at April Town Meet 
ing 

Although the town only approved 
enough money for 80 people to 
receive the maximum $500 voucher 
from the program, 60 people have 
already returned applications and 
more than 100 have taken out the 
necessary papers, according to 
Sharon Souza, Council on Aging 
director. 

“We never expected this great a 
response, It’s really overwhelming,” 
she said. 

Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, 
said he is “pleasantly surprised” by 
the interest, because “other towns 


(with similar programs) didn’t have 
as many people sign up as we have 
had.” 

However, because the program is 
on a first-come, first-serve basis, 
many of those who have returned 
applications may not have the oppor 
tunity to participate. As a result, a 
warrant article at April Town Meet 
ing may ask the town to approve 
more than the $15,000 currently allo- 
cated for the program. 

Mr. Stapezynski said he will make 
a decision concerning the warrant 
article “probably in the next month 
or so because the budgets will be 
ready in the next month.” 

The tax voucher program allows 
disabled home owners and home 
Owners 60 years or older to earn 
vouchers that they can use to help 


pay their property tax bills. Up to e 


$500 per household can be earned by 
those who do community service 
work for $5 per hour, 

Ms. Souza said she will receive 
requests for help from town depart- 
ment heads at the beginning of Jan- 
uary and will try to match up pro- 
gram participants with the commu- 
nity service work best suited to their 
interests or talents. 

“They (program participants) are 
very interested in this. They’re 
thrilled to be able to participate in 
the community, number one, but 
they also” want the tax voucher, said 
Ms. Souza,

In the name of political correctness, 
schools in the community are electing to 
ignore this season’s religious celebrations 
However, most Andover schools are 
acknowledging both Hanukkah and Christ 
mas, while choosing to focus on the educa 
tional, rather than the religious, aspects of 
these holidays. 

“In some cases some people feel it’s an eas 
ier solution to ignore them, but that’s deny 
ing these things even exist,” said Dick Neal, 
interim superintendent of Andover public 
schools. 

“Basically (the public school approach) is 
an inclusive policy. The basic understanding 
is whenever we have decorations we try to 
have an instructional piece that’s a part of it. 
It’s instructionally orientated,” said Mr. 
Neal.

One victim of the change appears to be 
holiday music, which has been replaced by 
songs dealing more with winter-time activi 
ties than specific holiday celebrations. 

“In many cases much of the music is not 
even related to the holidays,” said Mr. Neal. 

“Some of the music has nothing to do with 
the holidays but there are songs that have 
something to do with both Christmas and 
Hanukkah,” said John Waters, head of Pike 
School, a private school in Andover. “The 
songs have a lot to do with family and 
warmth and love. | think the music, I think 
the program is a little bit more secular than 
it would have been years ago.” 
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However, children do learn about why 
and how children of other religions celebrate 
their holidays 

“Diversity is about having conversations 
about how things are different for different 
people and how it makes you feel,” said Mr 
Waters. 

Although most Phillips Academy students 
return home by mid-December, the school 
still held events to celebrate Christmas, 
Hanukkah and Kwanzaa, a community gath- 
ering meant to acknowledge and celebrate 
the hard work of the community during that 
and other crop-growing seasons.

Augustine’s School, a pri 
Catholic school, also discuss Hanukkah 
in class. “Although, they don’t do anything 
to celebrate it, obviously,” said Paul King, 
director of public relations. 

Teachers at Learning, Loving, Living 
Preschool give all the children dreidels dur- 
ing Hanukkah, while parents bring in 
Christmas cookies around that holiday. 


“We do acknowledge the holidays and we 
do celebrate them with all of the children. 
We sometimes have parents come in and 
describe the holidays,” said Linda Torrisi, 
director of the Learning, Loving, Living 
Preschool. “We don’t emphasize any reli 
gious significance to the holidays. 


“It's really a sharing of different family 
traditions, and children are generally very 
receptive at younger ages,” said Ms. Torrisi. 
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There’s a spark of hope for Cornelia Lawrence 
Agency may help this Andover family keep its house

A Boston agency that helps elders keep 
their homes may be the last hope for Cor 
nelia Lawrence and her family to hold onto 
their Moraine Street home. 

“T still don’t know if I’m going to stay 
here,” Ms, Lawrence said this week. 

Ms. Lawrence, 68, lives in the home with 
two daughters and a grandson. They are all 
Jehovah's Witnesses, a religion that does not 
celebrate Christmas or other Christian holi 
days, but this family could use a Santa Claus. 
And they may have one in Norma Moseley, a 
Wilmington woman who works for the Ecu- 
menical Social Action Committee. 

Ms. Lawrence, of 23 Moraine St., told the 
Townsman last month (“Miracle at 23 
Moraine Street,” Nov. 23) of the trials and 
tribulations she’s had in trying to make her 
monthly mortgage payments while suffering 
a number of personal, medical and financial 
setbacks. Due to either late or lost payments, 
her mortgage has temporarily jumped from 
$1,400 a month to $1,800 under a repayment 
program aimed at bringing the payments up 
to date, Part of the problem is working with 
an out-of-state mortgage company, Ms, 
Lawrence said, and she would like to get refi 
nanced with a local bank, 


Ms. Moseley has been working with Ms. 


Lawrence for more than a year to resolve her 


situation, and was even turned down for refi 
nancing by a local bank. Ms. Lawrence’s and 
her daughters’ combined incomes do not jus 
tify straight refinancing of their roughly 
$120,000 outstanding mortgage, even though 
the house, which is assessed at $153,000, has 
some equity, according to Ms. Moseley. 

In the last few weeks, Ms. Moseley stopped 
Ms. Lawrence from refinancing with a new 
mortgage company that promised to reduce 
her monthly payments, but only by deduct- 
ing the tax and insurance payments, which 
are placed in escrow by the Lawrences’ cur 
rent mortgage company, 

“Trying to refinance with another compa- 
ny isn’t the solution. You're going to have to 
go with the one you've got,” Ms. Moseley 
said, 

Ms. Moseley is not ready to give up. She 
was at Ms. Lawrence's house last week dis- 
cussing the latest plan, and hopes that with a 
little luck and goodwill, she will be able to 
reduce the monthly payments by at least 
$200. That may involve Ms. Lawrence filing 
personal bankruptcy, obtaining some sort of 
tax relief, convincing the company holding 
the mortgage to modify the existing mort 
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gage to re-amortize the loan over 
another five years, reducing the 
amount of insurance on the 
house, or a combination of these 
and other ideas, 

“The only way to go is a modi 


fication — 
That's what 
I’m working 
on,” Ms, 
Moseley said 
Ms. Mose 
ley is now 
just waiting for a financial state- 
ment from the Lawrences so she 
can present a proposal to the 
mortgage company, she said. 
Meanwhile, she will be “explor- 
ing other creative solutions.” 
“She's trying,” Ms. Lawrence 
said of Ms. Moseley. “She has

“All of us came to the understanding 
that this was a good way to preserve 
the Ballardvale we admire, and also to 
explain to the community why we 
think this is a good place,” Mr. Barash 
said. 

The bylaw is not intended to make 
things more difficult for people who 
want to improve their property, 
according to Mr. Barash. It’s simply a 
review process so that if people want to 
make changes, they think about what 
they are doing, he said. 

“The intent is to work with the prop- 
erty owners to meet their needs for 
what they want to do, but with keeping 
in mind the needs and desires of the 
district as a whole,” Mr. Barash said. 

“This will give the people of Ballard- 
vale a tool to help protect their neigh- 
borhood,” Ms. Griswold said. 

Timely reviews 

A local Historic District review com- 
mittee would be formed to review pro- 
jects that qualify for review. And the 
review committee would be set up to 
work on a timely manner so that 


reviews would not cause delays. 

“My experience in North Andover is 
that | manage to get them expeditious 
ly,” Ms. Griswold said of the reviews. 

“People on the committee will be 
people committed to the task, and not 
be people who want to sit on a board 
and play cop,” Mr. Barash said, 

Ballardvale is a growing, vibrant 
community. It’s not stagnant, Ms. Gris- 
wold said, and the district is not 
intended to constrict growth. 

What it does attempt to do is assure 
that “when something needs to be 
replaced, what will be there will not be 
so different from what’s there that it 
detracts from what’s there,” Ms. Gris- 
wold said. 

The Historic District most likely 
will enhance property values, “but that 
is not assured,” according to Ms. Gris- 
wold. 

“It preserves the sense of communi- 
ty, the sense of the neighborhood that’s 
implicit in the way the neighborhood 
is,” Ms. Griswold said. 


The proposal the group has now is 
subject to change, and committee mem- 
bers are soliciting feedback.

“These ideas are yet to be presented 
to anyone. They are just ideas that 
were talked about at the CHAT meet 
ing,” Dec. 14, said Mary Lyman, CHAT 
and School Committee member. 

While these policy suggestions may 
never be instituted, their discussion 
shows that illegal smoking on school 
grounds, and particularly in schoo] 
bathrooms, has become a problem 
again.

“Physiologically, a smoker craves a 
cigarette every 58 minutes, so it does 
make it very difficult for a student to 
get through the day,” said Ms. Lyman.
